NWA World Champion Ric Flair deserves something 
very, very special.

Miss Olivia of Atlanta doesn’t have a storefront. She 
doesn’t advertise in Vogue or Esquire or GQ. She doesn’t 
solicit business, but she’s got all the work she can handle. 
And then some. 

I am fortunate enough to have met Miss Olivia several 
times since joining the staff of Inside Wrestling. My latest 
visit to her home, the day before Starrcade, found Olivia 
hunched over her work like a frenetic diamond cutter, 
working quickly but meticulously to complete her latest 
assignment: Ric Flair’s newest robe, which was to be 
debuted the next night. 

“Oh, darlin’, I’m sorry,” Olivia said apologetically, 
“but I’ve got so much to do, I can’t stop right now. Is it 
all right if we talk right here?”” The brogue hasn’t left 
Olivia’s voice despite the fact that it’s been some years 
since she arrived in the United States from Ireland. ‘‘You 
know what Flair will be like if 1 don’t finish this in time, 
and he’s due to come in today!” 

Olivia is Flair’s one and only robe designer. The ornate

thing is handmade. It’s time-consuming. 

And very expensive. Flair’s robes, con- 
sidering labor and materials and time in- 

volved, can be as expensive as $15,000. 

“Sometimes it takes as long as three 
months to design and fashion a robe, 
start to finish,”’ Olivia explains as she 
fastens rhinestones to one of the sleeves. 
“Generally I’ll meet with Flair for a few 
hours before I begin any serious work. 
We'll discuss what kind of robe he 
wants, what kind of an attitude he 
wants to express in this particular piece 
of work. Then I’ll go and work up some 

»preliminary sketches, and we’ll meet a 

second time. When he approves one of 
the sketches, I then begin the actual work on the robe. 
After the work is done, we meet a third time to do any 
final fitting that might be needed.” 

Three meetings with Flair—necessary, but not always 
convenient. The NWA World champion is a busy man, 
so there are times when, in order to proceed with the 
work that must be done, Flair will fly Miss Olivia to the 
city where he’s wrestling in order to approve a sketch or 
discuss a design. 

“One time Flair flew me to Tokyo in the middle of a 
big tour he was on,”’ Olivia said. “It was a six-day trip 
for me, and I only met with him for about a half-hour. 
But he paid all my expenses, and I had a chance to see 
Japan for a few days.” 

Miss Olivia was born in Dublin, Ireland, and attended 
Loretta College, an all-girl private school in Dublin City. 
Talent ran in the family: Olivia’s father was a European 
car designer, helping design automobiles for noted race 
car driver Sterling Moss, and her mother was a fashion 
designer and a writer;for Reader’s Digest magazine. Olivia 
worked for several European and American fashion de- 
signers before establishing a strong freelance business on 
her own and carving a unique niche in the world of 
wrestling. She’s designed robes and ring jackets for dozens 
of wrestlers, including Greg Valentine, The Killer Bees, 
Paul Orndorff, Jim Garvin, and Mr. Wrestling II. But 
Flair is her most frequent—and demanding—customer. 

“Ric wants only the best,’’ Olivia explains, ‘‘and I only 


designs, the fringe, the name “‘Flair’”” on the back—every- use the best. The rhinestones, which can number as many 
40 or 50 gross on one robe, and have to be hand-sewn 
one at a time, come directly from Austria by way of 
Kahner Company in New York. You talk about time 
consuming, try and sew 7,000 rhinestones onto heavy 
cloth, one at a time!’ $ 

Late in the afternoon, as Olivia was putting the finish- 
ing touches on the Starrcade ’86 robe, the doorbell rang. 
It was Flair, ready for his fitting; it fit perfectly. ‘Lovely 
as always,” Flair said. Olivia smiled a smile as bright as 
the Blarney Stone in the noonday sun. ‘‘Thank you, 
darlin’!”’ she said, “‘and if you have a minute, Ric, I have 
some sketches about that new robe you wanted.’’ 

I can’t divulge the secrets of Flair’s newest robe design. 
But I can say it will be something very, very unique—it 
will have a quality about it that, to my knowledge, exists 
in no other wrestler’s robe anywhere in the world. 

And when Flair premieres that newest attraction, Olivia 
will be there in the stands, smiling, as the fans greet the 
regal Ric Flair—resplendent as always in the most glorious 
ring robe in all of wrestling. Oo

Adias and Al Madfril, The Von Erichs 
won by disqualification, and then Kerry 
hobbled into the ring and humbled 
Adias and Madril. 

It was a stunner, especially consider- 
ing that doctors ordered Kerry to stay 
away from the action. But Kerry is still 
deeply hurt by Adias’ actions and his 


feelings won't let him just stand by 
and watch. “‘It's too bad that some- 
thing like this has to happen around 
Christmas time,’ said Kery, ‘but 
something must be done about Brian. 
He needs to be taught a serious 
lesson.” : 

Adias, on the other hand, says that 
he has already learned his lesson. 
“Now | know that being friends with 
the Von Erichs gets you nowhere,”’ he 
said. “‘Look at me, I’m climbing in the 
ratings and me and Al are [World 
Class] tag team champions! When | 
was with the Von Erichs, | had nothing 
but their false friendship.” 

Dynamite Kid has been told by 
doctors never to wrestle again, accord- 
ing to informed sources. Kid, who is 
one-half of the WWF World tag team 
champions The British Bulldogs, was

injured in a match against Magnifi- 
cent Muraco and Bob Orton on De- 
cember 13 at Copps Coliseum in Ham- 
ilton, Ontario. 

Ten days later, at Holy Cross Hospi- 
tal in Calgary, Kid underwent surgery 


to have a disc removed from his spine. 
Although initial reports stated that Kid 
was paralyzed from the waist down and 
would never walk again, he was re- 
leased from the hospital only six days 
after surgery. According to a hospital 
spokesman who refused to elaborate on 
details of the extent of injury or the 
operation itself, ‘‘there will be no seri- 
ous lasting effects from the injury.” 
Whether or not he will wrestle again is 
unknown at this point. 

There has been no word from WWF 
Officials as to the status of the tag 
team title. As of press time, the Bull- 
dogs were still champions, but if Kid is 
unable to wrestle, the title will most 
likely be declared vacant.

The Superfly is back! Medical ex-

never wrestle again, but the Fijian su- 
perstar made his return on Christmas 
Night in St. Paul, Minnesota, and won! 
He delivered a bloody, 15-minute beat- 
ing to archrival Col. DeBeers and 
sent the South African fleeing to the 
dressing room. DeBeers was counted 
out. 

“That was only a temporary situa- 
tion,” said DeBeers afterward. ‘I 
failed to appropriately calculate the an- 
imalistic tendencies of Snuka. He's 
like a wild ape. The man has no brain 
and acts on instinct. That will end up 


to be his downfall when he faces a 
superior white man. such as myself.”

In an effort to eliminate confusion 
with the World Championship area's 
U.S. tag team title, Florida has termi- 
nated its U.S. tag team title in favor of 
the Florida tag team championship. In 
the final round of the tournament in 
Tampa on December 25 to declare 
champions, “The New Breed,” 
Sean Royal and Chris Champion 
defeated Kendall Windham and Vic 
Steamboat. Steamboat is the younger 
brother of WWF © star Rick 
Steamboat. 

Steve Williams won the inaugural 
$50,000 PWI/UWF Challenge Tourna- 
ment by defeating One Man Gang in 
the final. Complete details can be 
found in the May issue of Pro Wres- 
tling Illustrated, but Williams won at 
21:43 when he summoned up his last 
ounce of energy to cover the UWF 
champion. Gang had just missed a 
dive off the top rope. So congratula- 
tions go out to Dr. Death. 

The Hulk Hogan-Kamala wars are 
heating up and most of the matches 
held so far have ended without a pin- 
fall. Most people figured that Kamala 
would get disqualified in most of these 
matches, but so far The Ugandan Gi- 
ant has been on his best behavior. In 
fact, Wizard Curtis and Kim Chee 
have done most of the dirty work for 
him. 

On Christmas Night at the Capital 
Centre in Landover, Maryland, Curtis 
and Kim Chee interfered and caused 
the disqualification of Kamala. And the 
same thing happened one night later at 
Madison Square Garden. But is Kama- 
la laying low and waiting to launch a 
vicious attack on the WWF World 
champion? ‘‘l think so,” said one 
wrestler. ‘Kamala looks like he’s just 
ready to bite a big chunk out of Ho- 
gan’s head.”

improper passing. The charges 
stem from a two-car accident in 
Natchez, Louisiana, on the eve- 
ning of November 24, 1986, in 
which Tatum struck the vehicle 


driven by Jason Randolph 
Rachal, killing the 29-year-old 
man. 


Tatum, who suffered two bro- 
ken ankles and minor lacerations, 
was arrested by the Caddo Par- 
ish Sherriff's Office on December 
5, upon his release from Louisi- 


ana State University Medical 
Center. 

As might be expected, versions 
of the accident differ. According to 
the report released by the Louisi- 
ana State Police, it was raining 
and Tatum was attempting to 
pass three 18-wheel trucks when 
he struck Rachal’s car. Rachal 
was killed instantly. While search- 
ing Tatum’s car for a driver's li- 
cense, police allegedly discovered 
a half-pound of marijuana. 

When reached at LSU Hospital, 
Tatum asserted his innocence. 
“It wasn’t negligent, it was an ac- 
cident,” Tatum said. “It was 
storming and when | changed 
lanes, | rammed into the guy. The 
other guy only had one headlight 
on and | was only passing one 
18-wheeler. There was no mari- 
juana in the car. It’s just some- 
thing the police are saying. | had 
none on me. | plan to plead not 
guilty to all charges.” 

Tatum’s attorney, William H. 
Ledbetter, is confident that his cli- 
ent will be cleared of these rather 
serious charges. “When the 
whole case goes through the sys- 
tem, | am confident that the 
charges will be dropped,” said 
Ledbetter. “We have investigated 
the accident and it was just an 
accident. The accident occurred 
as a result of the weather. There 
may also have been some factors 
involving the other vehicle.” Led- 
better would not elaborate on 
those factors and refused to com- 
ment on the marijuana-related 
charges. 

Of course, the legal process 
can do little to alleviate the tragedy

Well, McMahon 
gives the three-count, the crowd goes wild, then 
McMahon just does this about-face and does the 
opening for the televised show. This is an obvious 
scam and I just got out of my seat and left. I’m 
here to cover wrestling, not a sitcom, and as far as I 
know, television show people give out free tickets to 
fill their audience. McMahon is charging a high of 
15 bucks a ticket and probably making out like a 
bandit when you figure commerical time. Disgusting. 


HOUSTON, TX: A man is innocent until proven 
guilty. Remember that, because it’s probably the 
most important aspect of our country’s criminal jus- 
tice system and it applies to even the lowest criminal. 
John Tatum is not the lowest criminal and right 
now, he’s not even a criminal. The man is innocent 
until proven guilty and Tatum maintains that he is 
innocent.

VERY YEAR THERE are a 
half-dozen or so wrestlers who 
are marked for greatness. The 
scouting reports read like 
speeches at a testimonial dinner: 
“He's got all the skills, all the ability. 
Greatness is just a step away.” 

Some of these wrestlers take that 
extra step and realize their 
potential. Perhaps the best 
contemporary examples of this are 
The Road Warriors and Nikita 
Koloff. They burst upon the 
wrestling scene and threatened to 
take over the tag team and singles 
ratings, respectively. And less than 
two years after their debuts, they 
were able to do just that. 

But each annual crop of 
promising grapplers also provides 
its share of disappointments, 
wrestlers who appear as if they 
would quickly rise to the top, but 


fail to do so. 

Plus there are the wrestlers who 
have been around for years, have 
had their shot at greatness, and 
simply failed to follow through on 
their potential. We offer no value 
judgments on the reasons why they 
failed to enjoy superstar status; 
sometimes personal business 
considerations or the rigors of 
nightly physical punishment mean 
more than any amount of monetary 
success or fan acclaim. 

This special Inside Wrestling 
feature looks at 10 men who could 
have achieved the kind of fame 
enjoyed by Hulk Hogan, Rick 
Steamboat, Ric Flair, and others of 
their kind. And if there is any 
message implicit in this feature, it 
would be:

King Kong Bundy seemed to 
be everywhere when 
WrestleMania 2 was exploding 
across the wrestling scene. It was 
Bundy who challenged WWF 
World champion Hulk Hogan in the 
steel cage at that extravaganza, and 
it seemed that mle of the WWF was 
only a pinfall away for the big man 
from Atlantic City. Bundy makes 
this list not because of his failure to 
defeat Hogan at WrestleMania 2, 
but for his total post-Wrestlemania 2 
collapse. Bundy’s determination 
evaporated—so much so that he 
has recently become an easy pinfall 
victim for, of all people, Kamala. 
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Billy Jack Haynes—blocking a forearm 
‘smash from Iron Mike Sharpe—never stays 
in one area long enough to establish 
himself. 


Billy Jack Haynes has beena 
hot prospect in virtually every area 
of the country. In the four years 
sincce his 1982 debut, Haynes has 
wrestled in the Pacific Northwest, 
Florida, Texas, World 


Championship, and WWF areas— 
some on two or three different 
occasions. His career, which by 
now should boast at least a brief 
world title reign, has simply beena 
seemingly endless series of 
departures from areas just when it 
seems he’d break through to the 
top. Is Billy Jack Haynes afraid of 
success? 

‘Humongous became an 
awesome force in the Mid-South 
(now UWF) region in 1985. Shortly 
after his debut, Humongous 
became the centerpiece of the 
Mid-South, capturing the 
imagination of the fans and 
destroying opposition in the same 
fashion as The Road Wamiors did in 
their first year. And just when 
Humongous had completed a

stellar rookie year, he disappeared. 
Where did he go? And why did he 
leave wrestling just as he was on 
the verge of greatness? To this day 
nobody knows the answers to those 
questions. 

Junkyard Dog—what 
happened? He was a tue heroin 
the Mid-South area. A man to be 
admired. A father figure to 
thousands of youngsters. A man 
who, had he stayed in that area, 
would rule the UWF today. And 
who, from that lofty position, could 
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Before joining the WWF, Junkyard Dog— 
pushing Nikolai Volkoff against the ropes— 
was looked up to as a hero. Now he’s just 
another character. 

only have seen his career improve. 
What is Junkyard Dog today? A 
barking, dancing, growling 
caricature of what he used to be. 
JYD is no longer a hero; he’s simply 
alaughingstock. 

Angelo Mosca Jr. was voted 
Rookie of the Year for 1983. A 
second generation star, Mosca Jr.’s 
future in the sport was assured. But 
almost as soon as the vote totals 
were in, this fiery young grappler 
disappeared from the scene. 
Perhaps the rigors of nightly 
competition were too much for him 
to handle. Perhaps life on the road 
‘was too exhausting and lonely. 
Whatever the reasons, a 
magnificent career was forfeited, 
and the fans have been denied the 
excellence of another fine young 
athlete. 


For whatever reason, Angelo Mosca ur., 
who has Don Kent in an armbar, left the 
sport before attaining the success that was * 
expected of him.

Tommy Rich may seem like a 
special case here. Indeed, Richisa 
former NWA World champion. 
Why is it, then, that we say he’s a 
“can’t miss star who did’? Well, 
after Rich’s brief (four-day) NWA 
reign ended in 1981, he lost all 
sense of direction with his career. 
He became bogged down in 
senseless and bloody feuds that 
drained him physically and 
emotionally. And for the past few 
years, he’s been floundering in the 
Continental and Mid-Southem 
areas. Rich was for a time the most 
sought after man in the sport. He’s 
far from that now. 


Bob Roop (wrestling as Maha Singh) puts a 
nervehold on Carlos Colon. Although he 
was an amateur champion, Roop wasn’t as 
successful as a pro. 


Bob Roop was a sensatiqnal 
amateur grappler. He was a 
member of the 1968 U.S. Olympic 
team and an AAU All-America 
grappler from 1966 through 1969. 
He could have risen to the top of 
the sport like fellow amateur 
champions Jack Brisco and Bob 


Backlund, both former world 
champions. Instead, Roop chose to 
be satisfied with opening bouts and 
middle-of-the-card matches. When 
it became clear his career was 
floundering, he joined Kevin 
Sullivan's cult and shaved half his 
head. Roop has always seemed like 
aman with no sense of where he 
wants to go in the sport, and that’s 
cost him dearly. Recently, he 
managed Lex Luger to greatness; 
most recently, he stopped 
managing Luger and has quit the 
sport entirely. Too bad. 

Bruno Sammartino Jr. has 
wrestled in the WWF, the AWA, 
and the NWA. But the word on 
Bruno Jr. is that he’s too anxious. 


Bruno Sammartino Jr. lifts Larry Zbyszko off 
the canvas, but hasn't been able to lift his 
own career to the level expected of him. 
Sure, he’s a good grappler, but he’s 
got to pay his dues. Just because 
his father is a legend doesn’t 
automatically grant him repeated 
title matches. But when Bruno Jr. 
doesn’t get those title matches, he 
moves on. Today, Bruno Jr. 
wrestles intermittently for several 
very small promotions. Andit’s a 
shame. If he had the patience to 
stick it out ina major area and 
climb the ladder of contention like 
other grapplers, he’d have beena 
major star today. 

Sgt. Slaughter was a superstar. 
He had the wrestling world in the 
palm of his hand as the result of his 
feud with The Iron Sheik back in 
1984. And sure, wrestlers lose 
popularity and move on in their 
careers—but no one has ever

experienced such an immediate 
nosedive in acclaim as did 
Slaughter. Why did this happen? 
Because Slaughter chose to leave 
the WWF at the height of his 
popularity and market himself as a 
doll and a celebrity as well asa 
wrestler. That was a big mistake 
that cost him dearly, and it didn’t 
have to. Slaughter achieved what 
most of the stars in this article have 
not, but his shortsighted actions 
managed to take his own success 
away from him. That’s the most 
tragic career misstep of all. 


The masked Sweet Brown Sugar dropkicks 
Jos LeDuc.

Sweet Brown Sugar is the kind 
of wrestler promoters dream about. 
He’s agile, athletic—in short, a great 
wrestler. So why isn’t he high atop 
the ratings of a major federation? 
Why has he never been high atop 
the ratings of a major federation? 
We don’t understand it, either. The 
sport is able to grant success to 
such diversely talented individuals 
as Andre the Giant, Ric Flair, Hulk 
Hogan, Dusty Rhodes, and Kerry 
Von Erich—why can’t it 
accommodate a well-rounded ath- 
lete like Sweet Brown Sugar?

STAMPEDING BACK TO THE 
NATIONAL gg, SPOTLIGHT! 


It’s taken some time, but Barry Windham is finally ready to 
tackle the challenge of NWA World Champion Ric Flair. The 
young Texan has returned to the World championship area 
and has big things on his mind 


ACK IN 1983, Barry Wind- 

ham was one of the top 
wrestlers in Florida. But he was 
not ready for NWA World champi- 
on Ric Flair. 

That was the consensus of the 
editorial board of Inside Wrestling, 
which unanimously agreed in the 
September 1983 issue that “Barry 
Windham Must Stop Wrestling 
Ric Flair.” 

Managing Editor Stu Saks said 
at the time that “While Windham 
obviously is a wrestler of vast 
skills and has the potential to be- 
come a world champion, he has 
proved that he doesn’t yet have 
the experience to overcome 
Flair.” And the late Dan Shocket 
said: “Windham should give up 
wrestling Flair for the title and try 
to put his own career in order 
first. Only by becoming the kind 


of wrestler that creates success 
rather than waiting for success to 
happen can Windham ever hope 
to achieve that success.” 

Well, Barry Windham has finally 
arrived—not only in the World 
Championship area, but at a 
crossroads in his career where 
the only proper move is to go af- 
ter Ric Flair and the NWA World 
title. Three-and-a-half years later, 
Windham is finally ready for Flair. 
The Texas cowboy is stampeding 
back into the national spotlight. 

The move had been coming for 
months, but on December 1, 
1986, it became official: Barry 
Windham left Florida and came to 
the World Championship area. 
The reason was simple. Back in 
1983, Windham was in Florida 
and frequently wrestled Flair. But 
for the past year, his shots at the 


World title were few and far be- 
tween. The irony is that back in 
4983, Windham wasn’t ready. 
Now he is. 

So, as cowboys are prone to 
do, he took the bull by the horns. 
Windham got on his high horse 
and rode off into the Florida sun- 
set and headed off to face his 
career. 

Windham made one slight de- 
tour on the road to the eventual 
showdown with Flair: Nine days 
after coming to the World Cham- 
pionship area, Windham and Ron- 
nie Garvin made a stop in Spar- 
tanburg, South Carolina, and won 
the United States tag team belts 
from Krusher Khrushchev and 
Ivan Koloff. 

It was an impressive perfor- 
mance by Windham. Barry fought

ICK STEAMBOAT DREAMS a 
lot these days.

Savage 
then drags Steamboat into the ring, 
picks up the ringside bell, and comes 
crashing down on his throat from the 
top rope. Steamboat is brought by 
stretcher to an ambulance and is taken 
to the hospital. Later, in the dressing 
room, Savage brags about what “he 
did.

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PAUL ELLERING: 


“I'M DISAPPOINTED 
IN THE FANS!” 


HEN THE ROAD WAR- 
RIORS burst on the wrestling 
| scene in 1983, wrestling fans were 
stunned. Never before had they seen 
such a combination of power and 
strength, of animal ferocity and killer 
instinct. Behind the guiding force of 
Paul Ellering, the Warriors captured 
the Georgia National tag team belts 
and honors as 1983’s Tag Team of the 
Year. 

In 1984, things only got better. The 
Warriors continued to obliterate all op- 
Position. They captured their first 
world tag team title—the AWA World 
tag team championship—and went on 
to claim 1984’s Tag Team of the Year 
honors. Paul Ellering was also named 
Manager of the Year. 

In 1985, Hawk and Animal claimed 
their third consecutive title as Tag 
Team of the Year, but it can be ar- 
gued that it was a title based on repu- 
tation rather than achievement. Eller- 
ing finished a close third in the 
Manager of the Year voting. 

1986, however, was a different story 
for Hawk, Animal, and Ellering. Seri- 
ous questions were raised about the 
Warriors having lost their killer in- 
stinct. Despite repeated opportunities, 


Hawk and Animal were unable to cap- 
ture the NWA World tag team belts, 
And the domination. of the Tag Team 
of the Year award was broken when 
the Warriors were edged out by The 
Rock ’n’ Roll Express. 
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It just seems to me that there 
are a lot of people out there 
who see precisely what they 

want to see, nothing more 
and nothing less. 
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Associate Editor Craig Peters inter- 
viewed Ellering in Atlanta recently to 
discuss the status of The Legion of 
Doom, and where Ellering would like 
to guide the Warriors in 1987. 


Q: Tag Team of the Year in 1983, ’84, 
and °85. In ’86—well, nothing. 
People are saying that the dynasty 
has collapsed. What do you say? 


A: I say nonsense. You know, I want 
to say right from the start that I’m 
disappointed in the fans. All I’m 
hearing is that The Road Warriors 
have lost their killer instinct, The 
Road Warriors have failed to win 
titles, The Road Warriors are not 
what they were two years ago. 

Q: But you have to admit, Paul, that 
the Warriors ... 

A: Look, does anyone say how fear- 
less Hawk has been for wrestling 
with a broken leg in a series of 
scaffold matches against The Mid- 
night Express? Does anyone look 
back to how well Hawk and Ani- 
mal wrestled as singles this summer 
in the Great American Bash series? 
Does anyone recall that Hawk and 
Animal hold the NWA World six- 
man title with Dusty Rhodes? ’m 
disappointed in the fans. It just 
seems to me that there are a lot of 
people out there who see precisely 
what they want to see, nothing 
more and nothing less. I would 
much prefer that they see things 
for what they are, and not how 
they would like to believe that they 
are. 

Q: Since you brought up the issue of

I get annoyed by people who 
take the opposite point of 
view and say that The Road 
Warriors have collapsed. 
It’s ridiculous. 
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the NWA six-man title, let’s talk 
about that a moment. Now, when 
the Warriors and Dusty first won 
the belts, they defended them fairly 
often. Now, to be honest, I can’t 
remember the last time they de- 
fended the belts. 
Well, first of all, Dusty Rhodes has 
been tied up with tag team matches 
with Nikita Koloff in recent 
months. Also, Hawk’s leg has kept 
him out of a few matches, Not 
many, but once a week or so he 
has to see a physician to have a 
new cast made. That keeps him 
out of some matches. Animal has 
been wrestling some singles match- 
es. Plus we recently wrestled in Ja- 
pan for six weeks. So you see, it is 
sometimes difficult to get all three 
men together to defend the belt 
against a trio of suitable challeng- 
ers. But it has happened; I simply 
have to look at my files to tell you 
precisely when, but there have been 
title defenses. 

: You mentioned Nikita Koloff, and 
T’m curious about your opinion of 
Nikita teaming with Dusty. After 
all, the Warriors and the Koloffs 
had quite a war last year.

A: Yes we did, and I’m not complete- 
ly convinced of Nikita’s sincerity, 
although I must admit I was im- 
pressed when he  clotheslined 
Krusher Khrushchev on television. 

Q: Why aren’t you convinced of 
Nikita’s sincerity? 

A: We've seen it so many times in 
recent months, hayen’t we? Cer- 
tainly the most notable example 
was Paul Orndorff playing possum 
with Hulk Hogan. In that case, to 
analyze it objectively for just a mo- 
ment, I think Orndorff played his 
hand just a bit too early. Had he 
waited, perhaps, another two or 
three months, he might have been 
able to take the title from Hogan. 
As it was, Orndorff came close, 
but Hogan managed, to take up the 
slack very quickly. Timing is every- 


thing. And I have to wonder 
whether Nikita isn’t thinking the 
same way Orndorff did during the 
entire Hogan situation. 

So you would tell Dusty to beware 
of Nikita? 


: I would say to anyone: Never be- 


lieve anything absolutely. There is 
always another side to a story, an- 
other point of view that you have 
not seen or thought of before. 
Again, that brings us full circle. 
That is why I get annoyed by peo- 
ple who take the absolute point of 
view and say that the Warriors 
haye collapsed. It’s ridiculous. 


: But do you... 
: Excuse me a moment, Craig, I 


want to pursue this point just a bit 
further, because I feel it’s very im- 
portant. I’d like to offer a financial 


analogy to what we’re talking 
about. In the stock market, the 
smart investor rides the market the 
way ... well, the way a surfer 
might ride a wave. Buy when the 
market is low, ride the tide as it 
rises, sell at a higher price, wait 
until the market falls, and begin 
the cycle’ once more. It’s almost 
like breathing, in and out, inhale 
and exhale. It’s in the natural order 
of things, and the intelligent inves- 
tor doesn’t cry wolf when the mar- 
ket begins to fall. So it is with The 
Legion of Doom right now. 
There’s a natural exhaling process 
that has occurred that has caused 
fans—and certain journalists, I 
might add—to cry that we've lost 
our killer instinct, that we’ve gone 
soft. That’s simply ridiculous. 

Q: Okay, I think I understand what 
you’re saying. Now as you look 
ahead to 1987, what kinds of plans 
do you have for The Legion of 
Doom? 

A: As you well know, Craig, I will 
not discuss specifics. Generally 
speaking, however, I have several 
alternatives I am considering. 


Number one in my consideration, 
of course, is the NWA World tag 
team championship. Secondarily, 
I’m looking at the possibility of 
“ splitting the team up for a time to 
dethrone Ric Flair; both Hawk and 
Animal performed superlatively at 
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the Bash series, In a tertiary sense, 
I feel that to reestablish our posi- 
tion in the eyes of the fans is an 
important goal, although that is 
certainly the least of our worries. 
When the fans stop complaining 
about what they think has hap- 
pened to us and look at the team 
objectively, they’ll see that we’re as 
strong and as determined as ever. 


: What about the U.S. tag team 


title? 


: That, of course, is a possibility, but 


I can tell you with certainty that 
the NWA World belts are our pri- 
mary concern, 

Will you be touring Japan again? 


: Absolutely. Tag team tournaments 


are a mainstay of wrestling in Ja- 
pan, and Hawk and Animal have 
done extremely well in their tour- 
nament appearances thus far. 
Which brings us to the second an- 
nual Jim Crockett Sr. Memorial 
Cup tag team tournament in Balti- 
more in April. 


: In which the Warriors will be de- 


fending champions. 

Yes. Another fact that these so- 
called critical fans are forgetting. 
And the Warriors will be champi- 
ons again at the Crockett Cup. 


: You say “‘so-called critical fans.” 
: Yes, well a critical mind wouldn’t 


say the things that these fans are 
saying. 


: To get back to the 1986 Tag Team 
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I can tell you with certainty 
that the NWA World belts 
are our primary concern. 
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of the Year award for a moment, I 
understand that Hawk and Animal 
were quite upset when they heard 
they didn’t win. 

: What do you mean by “quite 
upset”?

WHY HACKSAW DUGGAN 
CAN’T WIN THE BIG ONES! 


F THERE WAS a dog in the 

room, Hacksaw Jim Duggan 
would have kicked it, but instead, 
he takes his anger out on a chair. 
Many chairs. He flings them 
across the room, narrowly missing 
the head of a nervous Ted DiBi- 
ase. He heads for a wooden stall 
in front of Terry Taylor's locker 
and, using just some of his awe- 
some strength, pulls the legs 
apart and deposits the remains on 
the floor. 

The big man from Glens Falls, 
New York, has an undefeated 
record against chairs. 

Hacksaw Duggan had just re- 
turned to the dressing room after 
another match against Universal 
Wrestling Federation champion 
One Man Gang, another match 
that ended when Gen. Skandor 
Akbar interfered, causing his 
champion the match yet protect- 
ing his championship. Another ti- 
tle shot down the drain. 

That’s the way it has been for 
Hacksaw Duggan. Almost every 
time he wrestles One Man Gang, 
Duggan dominates from start to 
finish, but the result is always the 
same: either Duggan makes a 
mistake and gets himself disquali- 
fied, or One Man Gang gets dis- 
qualified. Either way, Duggan re- 
turns to the dressing room without 
the UWF belt around his waist 


Few people will deny that Hacksaw Jim Duggan is one of the most 
talented men in all of wrestling. Awesome and determined, he should 
have a title belt around his waist. Just why doesn’t he, then? Inside 
Wrestling has the answers, and they just might startle a few people— 
Duggan included! 
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Although he is a far better technical wrestler than One Man Gang, Hacksaw Jim Duggan

And others, like Bob Stanley 
and Calvin Schiraldi of the forever 
choking Boston Red Sox, could 
not take it. 

It has been suggested that 
Hacksaw Duggan, for all his size 
(6’3”, 280 pounds) and skill (he’s 
number three in the UWF ratings) 
chokes in the big matches. No- 
body would suggest that Duggan 
lacks heart, but the ol’ ticker 
seems to skip a beat or two in 
clutch situations. 

“It's pretty obvious that when 
the going gets tough, Hacksaw 
just loses control,” said one wres- 
tler, a friend of Duggan’s who re- 
quested that his name be with- 
held. “I've seen situations where 
Hacksaw had One Man Gang on 
the ropes, but what does he do? 
He turns to the fans, and lets 
them cheer him, and gives Gang 
a chance to get back into the 
match. That’s not how champion- 
ships are won, buddy. You win 
the match, then you soak in the 
glory.”

Choking is only one reason why 
Duggan can’t win the big ones. 
Another reason might be his lack 
of a manager. In an area like the 
UWF, almost anything goes and 
wrestlers are constantly subjected 
to sneak-attacks. The wrestlers 
are rough and rugged in the UWF 
and will do anything to win a title. 

Since Mid-South wrestling be- 
came the UWF in early 1986, 
there have been two champions, 
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Duggan bites Gang (above left), but Gang 
comes back and lets fly with his “747” 
bodysplash (above right). OMG attacked 
Duggan before he had a chance to wrestle 
Terry Gordy in the UWF championship 
tournament. 


es 
Terry Gordy and One Man Gang. 
Gordy won his title by defeating 
Duggan in the final of the first 
tournament for the UWF champi- 
onship, but he had One Man 
Gang to thank. 

With the help of manager 
Skandor Akbar, Gang attacked 
Duggan before the match and 
used a chair to inflict a deep 
wound on Hacksaw’s forehead. 
Afterward, Gordy easily beat 
Duggan. 

Gordy was scheduled to wrestle 
twice on November 9, first in a 
six-man tag team match and then 
in a title match against Gang. 
Gordy tore ligaments in his right 
arm during the tag match and 
had to forfeit the title to Gang. His 
partner, Freebird leader Michael 
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Hayes, filed an official protest, but 
the title change would not be 
overturned. 

Hayes, of course, is not 
Gordy’s manager; he does not di- 
rect the man’s career. Would a 
manager have allowed Gordy to 
wrestle twice in the same eve- 
ning? Akbar only scheduled Gang 
for one match that evening. By no 
means was this the work of a ge- 
nius. It was simple common 
sense. 

It is quickly becoming obvious 
that winning in the UWF is much 
easier with a manager than with- 
out one. As Dear Abby might say, 
get counseling, Hacksaw Duggan. 


“Sometimes, Hacksaw just 
goes out of his mind and there 
isn’t a man in the world that can 
stop him,” said Taylor. “He gets 
himself really pumped up for title 
matches and by the time he en- 
ters the ring, he’s just a bundle of 


energy ready to explode. Unfortu- 


nately, he usually explodes in the 
middle of the match and his 
game plan is wasted. Enthusiasm 
and intensity is great, but some- 
times | think Hacksaw would be 
better off if he stayed a little more 
under control.” 

Pro Wrestling Illustrated ‘‘Scout- 
ing Report,” on Hacksaw Dug- 
gan, May 1986: “Lack of self-con- 
trol in big matches. Tends to get 
disqualified too often in title oppor- 
tunities.” More specifically, ‘His 
war against Akbar has raged out 
of control for nearly three years.” 
Now, it’s more than four years. 

“| think the time has come for 
Hacksaw to think about what di- 
rection he’s going in,” said Steve 
“Dr. Death” Williams. “Akbar ab- 
solutely drives him crazy, but 
that’s what that idiot is trying to 
do. He’s succeeding, too.” 

Hacksaw Duggan 
still can’t win the big ones.

Ii. IS PROBABLY safe to assume 
that Jimmy “Superfly” Snuka and 
Col. DeBeers will not be exchanging 
Valentine’s Day cards this year. 

DeBeers did his best to eliminate 
Snuka from wrestling in October, and 
the fact that he failed does not change 
the way these two men feel about each 
other. Snuka was wrestling Larry 
Zhbyszko in Las Vegas when DeBeers 
ran to the ring and knocked The Sup- 
erfly off the ropes as he was preparing 
to deliver a flying bodypress. DeBeers 
then dragged Snuka to the floor and 
rendered his rival a bloody mess with a 
Sace-first piledriver. DeBeers then fled 
the scene, 

The attack placed Snuka in the hos- 
pital for several weeks, during which 
DeBeers gloated to fans, fellow wres- 
tlers, and the press. 

But DeBeers never liked Snuka very 
much anyway. A staunch supporter of 
apartheid, the South African policy of 
racial segregation, DeBeers views 
Snuka (a non-white) as an impurity in 
the human race. Indeed, DeBeers feels 
he is doing the world a favor by elimi- 
nating Snuka. 

Snuka, however, is not so easily 
eliminated. The Superfly was out of 
the hospital by Christmas, ready to 
wage war against the vicious South

It took Inside Wrestling several 
weeks of intense negotiations to bring 
DeBeers and Snuka together to discuss 
their differences “One on One.”

The transcript of their 
Phone call follows: 


COL. DeBEERS: 
Well, here you are again, Fiji 
scum. You just don’t seem to 
understand that your type isn’t 
welcome around here, so maybe 
I just better try speaking so 
you’ll understand: Soon you be 
lying in your grave dead because 
I be breaking your scull till coffin 
where you at.

less potential for harm in printing 
@ quote saying that Russia or Iran 
is superior to the United States 
than a South African saying that 
the white man is superior to the 
black man. Racism, unfortunately, 
is alive and kicking in today’s so- 
ciety. The recent attack by a gang 
of white youths against three 
blacks in Howard Beach, Queens, 
that resulted in the death of one 
of the blacks, followed three days 
later by a retaliatory attack by ~ 
blacks against a white in nearby 
Jamaica, Queens, shows that rac- 
ism (black against white and white 
against black) is not reserved for 
South Africa or South United 
States. 

But, Mr. Price, we are not sup- 
porting Col. DeBeers or his racist 
views by printing his opinions.

Soon, though, people 
realized that the show was trying 
to portray Archie as representing 
the ignorance of prejudice. Ar- 
chie was not a hero; he was the 
butt of the joke.

After reading a Col. DeBeers 
story in our magazine, | would 
hope that one would come away 
hot being influenced by his views, 
but seeing him for the hateful ig- 
noramus that he is and perhaps 
better understanding the plight of 
minorities in today’s society.

DeBeers should not be silenced, 
Mr. Price, he should be allowed to 
spew forth his foolish views so we 
can see just how low a man he is.

of this incident. Rachal, a native 
of Natchez, Louisiana, left behind 
a wife, a son, and a daughter. By 
all accounts, it appears as if 
Rachal never had a chance to 
avoid the accident. Neither did 
Tatum, who will now have to deal 
with the charges and the threat 
they pose to his wrestling career. 
If cleared, he should be back 
shortly. But if convicted, this story 
will become even sadder and a 
fine wrestling career will have 
been wasted away. 

The bizarre case of Larry Zbys- 
zko. When Larry Zbyszko steps 
into the ring these days, the fans 
often greet him with a chant of 
“Wife beater! Wife beater!” It 
seems as if Zbyszko was involved 
in a bizarre case with his former 
wife, Andrea Penque. 

This is how Zbyszko tells the 
story. “I was driving down the 
highway in Minnesota and she 
was following me,” he says. “We 
were living together and | just got 
fed up with her, got into the car, 
and left. | stopped at a gas station 
and got out to call the police. 
Meanwhile, as I’m calling the po- 
lice, she’s outside scratching my 
car with her keys. To make a long 
story short, the police showed up 
and she’s crying and whining, 
claiming that | beat her up when 
I'm the one who called the police 
in the first place.” 

Zbyszko was arrested and 
spent the night in jail. The follow- 
ing day, he was charged with 
third-degree assault and held on 
$3,000 bond. Meanwhile, Penque 
went to the local media and 
claimed that she had been beaten 
by Zbyszko. According to Penque, 
Zbyszko out of the ring is every 
bit as brutal as he is in the ring. 

The rest of the story is best told 
by Assistant District Attorney Bill 
Nieman. “The charges, were 
pressed because the State of Min- 
nesota made a decision that there 


was probable cause to believe 
that Zbyszko had assaulted An- 
drea Penque,” Nieman said. 
“The case was dropped. There 
were some preliminary hearings, 
but the case never went to trial. 

“| dropped the case because 
there were a number of points 
that came up regarding the vic- 
tim’s conduct and statements that 
questioned her as being a credit- 
able person. There were five 
points mentioned: First, | have a 
staff here of advocates, women 
with special training who work 
with battered women. They said 
that they did not find Andrea to 
be creditable. Next, there was a 
witness who was present [at the 
gas station] who provided informa- 
tion that was inconsistent with An- 
drea Penque’s testimony. The key 
fact was that this gas station 
attendant clearly recollected that 
she [Penque] followed his car in. 

“That's the kind of information 
that’s obviously fundamental. It’s 
incontestable. There’s no reason 
whatsoever for that young woman 
to not tell the truth.” The other 
three points also questioned 
Penque’s credibility. “At the time 
of the incident,” said Neiman, “1 
believed that she was a battered 
woman and most likely battered 
on the night in question. But she 
self-destructed and I’m less sure 
now that | was before [that she 
was a battered woman.] 

“From Larry's perspective, he 
categorically denied abuse. 
There’s so much smoke, it’s hard 
to know where the truth lies. I’ve 
been a prosecutor for eight years, 
in domestic violence for two 
years, and I’ve never had a case 
where | was so unsure. The jury 
wouldn’t have been able to tell 
either.” 

Bizarre. Just like Larry Zbyszko 
and the rest of the characters in 
this incredible sport. No, | didn’t 
know what | was getting into.

ary Von Erich, he is permitted to 
engage in all Von Erich activities, 
including, although not limited to, 
protecting the venerable family 
name against rulebreakers. 

This special honor leaves him 
open to attack by the dozens of 
wrestlers anxious to stamp out the 
Von Erich family. The reward: The 
Von Erichs are particularly proud 
of including their current “‘best 
friend” as part of their six-man 
tag team (though don’t bring that 
subject up around Steve Simp- 
son). Singles honors? Not likely. 
By the time Kevin, Mike, and 
Lance have fought for top honors, 
it’s time for Kerry to start the cy- 
cle anew. As Adams and Adias 
discovered, as Steve Simpson will 
discover shortly, you are a friend 
of the family as long as you 
shelve any personal career ambi- 
tions. When you are perceived as 
a threat, you are no longer a 
friend. 

It's a Texas mentality: Sure, 
pardner, I'll help you out, git you 
on your feet, stake you some terri- 
tory as long as you remember 
who the boss is. Brian Adias had 
it up to here with that line of crap. 
In a recent story (‘Was Brian 
Adias Justified In Turning Against 
The Von Erichs?” The Wrestler, 
March 1987), Stu Saks condemns 
Adias, claiming that friendships 
are more important than fame, 
money, and titles. Stu Saks also 
believes in the Sandman and has 
extensive conversations with the 
Tooth Fairy. 

What friendship? Would real 
friends deny a man an opportunity 
for a title? Adias, like any wrestler, 
has devoted his entire career with 
one aim in mind: to capture a ma- 
jor championship. His enemies 
have not stood in his way. His 
friends have. The Von Erich ego 
tefuses to parcel out any of the 
spotlight. Perhaps their unwilling- 
ness to share the fruits of success

that other people helped them es- 
tablish accounts for their string of 
tragedies. Maybe, in His infinite 
wisdom, God is shaking his head 
from up above at the family, say- 
ing, “Not cool, fellas.” 

The average career expectancy 
of a professional wrestler is under 
seven years. In such a violently 
unpredictable profession, is it fair 
to expect Adias to accept the 
shadows the Von Erichs have im- 
posed upon him? Their word is 
not law. | find myself in the dis- 
comforting position of agreeing 
with Senior Editor Bill (Hair Today, 
Gone Tomorrow) Apter. “Adias 
isn’t even related to the Von 
Erichs, yet he’s stuck in their 
shadow,” Apter says and he is 
right. 

Although I’m of the opinion that 
he will never rise far beyond his 
current level, Brian Adias owes it 
to himself to explore his potential. 
Whatever he owes the Von 
Erichs, he paid back with a neat 
kick to Kerry’s injured foot. The 
Von Erichs, like the Dallas Cow- 
boys and Texas Longhorns, must 
learn that life exists beyond the 
horizon their limited sight affords 
them. Anyone willing to teach 
these Texas muscleheads a les- 
son is okay in my book. Oo 
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out of trouble in several instances, 
the first when Khrushchev 
whipped him into the ropes for a 
Russian sickle. Windham ducked 
and came back with a_ lariat. 
Windham then went for the pin, 
but Koloff came into the ring, fol- 
lowed by Garvin, and a four-way 
brawl ensued. While referee Earl 
Hebner was busy getting Garvin 
out of the ring, Khrushchev 
dumped Windham over the ropes.

frustrated whenever he got into a 
difficult situation. This time Wind- 
ham was calm, cool, and contin- 
ued to map out his game plan, 
even while in danger of getting 
pinned. Three years had done a 
lot for Windham and the fans 
knew it. 

Of course, a lot has happened 
to Windham since 1983. After he 
and Mike Rotundo twice won the 
U.S. (Florida) tag team champion- 
ship, the pair wrestled briefly in 
the Mid-Atlantic before moving to 
the WWF. Windham and Rotundo 
achieved tremendous success in 
the WWF, winning the WWF 
World tag team championship on 
two occasions. Eventually, though, 
Windham got homesick and sick 
of the WWF and returned to Flori- 
da. Barry engaged in a massive 
feud with super rookie Lex Luger 
before the two became close 


friends. Together, they expended 
much energy mapping out a plan 
to defeat Flair. 

“It’s really what I’m here for,” 
says Windham. “‘l can’t expect to 
just step in and get title shots, 
since the line to get at Flair is 
pretty long, but | know that it'll 
soon be my turn and when it is, 
Flair will see a different wrestler. 
I’ve wrestled him in the past few 
years, but nothing like | did back 
in the early ’80s. He’s in for a big 
surprise.” 

Despite Windham’s desire to go 
after Flair, many experts . doubt 
whether he will remain in the 
World Championship area. Re- 
member, Windham is a former 
Florida and Southern champion. 
He is Texas-bred and raised, but 
his ties to the Sunshine State are 
very strong. His brother Kendall is 
still in Florida. Windham is idol- 
ized by the Florida fans and might 
have been the most popular wres- 
tler in the state. 

In the World Championship re- 
gion, he'll have to compete with 
Dusty Rhodes, Rick Morton, Rob- 
ert Gibson, and even the injured 
Magnum T.A. for the fans’ affec- 
tions. Windham knows this. Just 
before he left Florida, Windham 
made his feelings known. “Don’t 
Expect Me To Be Another Mag- 
num T.A.” he said in the March 
1987 issue of The Wrestler. 

“| think the fans are ready to 
accept that now,” says Windham. 
“They know who | am and they 
know what I’m capable of doing. 
I’m here to wrestle and give my 
best. The fans know that when 
they see me, they're seeing a 
wrestler who always gives 100 
percent. Winning the tag belt so 
quickly made a big difference. It 
took a lot of the pressure off. Now 
I’m ready for Flair. Bring him on!” 

It's 1987. Barry Windham is 
ready for anything!

boat’s. ‘‘That really shook him up. He 
finally got some measure of revenge 
against Jake, but all those matches, all 
that time expended, took its toll when 
Steamer finally got the title matches 
against Savage.” 

In other words, Steamboat was not 
mentally and emotionally prepared for 
his matches against Savage, certainly a 
dangerous condition to be in. Savage is 
one of the most ferocious men in all of 
wrestling, deathly ruthless and inhu- 
manly merciless. The Intercontinental 
title is his prize, Elizabeth his impetus. 
And Steamboat wasn’t ready. 

Unfortunately, it took this career- 
threatening injury to shake up “The 
Dragon.” Suddenly, Roberts was no 
longer a concern. Savage, in one brutal 
spree, had shot to the top of Steam- 
boat’s most wanted list. While recuper- 
ating in the hospital, Steamboat could 
think of only one thing: getting back 
at Savage. 

Hartford was only the beginning. 
No doubt there will be more Savage- 
Steamboat matches. This feud will end 
only when one man is thoroughly beat- 


en and unable to go on. Obviously, 
that’s going to take a lot. Steamboat 
looked like he was gone, but managed 
to come back. 

“He’s a medical miracle, but there 
seem to be many of those among pro- 
fessional wrestlers,” said Dr. Thomas 
Frawley, who has treated cases similar 
to Steamboat’s. ‘‘They’re in such in- 
credible shape and can withstand inju- 
ries that the normal human body can- 
not. Steamboat took this a step 
further. He had no right coming 
back.” 

Whether he will return at 100 per- 
cent strength remains to be seen. And 
there are other more basic questions: 
Can he beat Randy Savage? Is Steam- 
boat the better wrestler? 

Those questions could become 
moot, because The Dragon is breathing 
fire. Sometimes physical factors have 
nothing to do with a wrestling rivalry. 
Sometimes it just comes down to 
who’s meaner, who has more desire, 
and who has more to lose.
